in Memory that Chriſt our Lord roſe from the Dead, 

and ſent down the Holy Ghoſt on that Day; whence it 
is called our Lord's Day, and Sunday, from the old 
heathen Denomination of dies Solis, the Day of the 
Sun, to which it was ſacred. 

1 Jan. The Circumciſion of our Lord, vulgarly called 
New-Years-Day, is a Feaſt inſtituted by the Church, in 
Memory of the Circumciſion of our Lord on the eighth. 
Day from his Nativity, according to the Preſcript of

the Old Law (Gen. xvii. 12.) when he was named Jeſus, 
as the Angel had foretold, (St. Luke i. 14.) and began

count of the Old Romans, who began their Year from 
that Day. 

6 Jan. Twelfth day, or the Epiphany of our Lord, 
is a Feaſt ſolemnized in Memory and Honour of 
Chriſt's Manifeſtation to the Gentiles by an extraor- 
dinary Star, by which the three Kings were conducted 


from the Faſt, to adore him in the Manger, where they 


preſented him with Gold, Mirrh, and Frankincenſe, in 
teſtimony of his Regality, Humanity, and Divinity, or 
of his being King, God, and Man, The Word Epi- 


Pbamy comes from the Greek, and ſignifies a Manifeſta- 
tion. And it is called Tx: Ifth- day, becauſe celebrated 
the Twelfth Day after Chriſt's Nativity, excluſively. 


The ſame Day are commemorated the Baptiſm of our 
Saviour, and his firſt Miracle at the Wedding in Cana 
of Galilee, turning Water into Wine. 

12 Fan. St. Benedi ſurnamed Biſcob, Maſter to our re- 
nowned St: Bede, and Abbot of Myre near Durham, in the 
Kingdom of the Northumbers, after he had five ſeveral 
Times viſited the apoffolzc See, and thence obtained very 
large and ample Privileges for two ſtately Monaſteries 
whichhe had erected in Honour of God, and the Memory 
of the two Apoſtles, St. Peter and St. Paul, in a vene- 
rable old Age, repleniſh'd with Sanctity, he repoſed in 
our Lord in the Year 690. and was buried in his Mona- 
ſry of St. Peter aforeſaid. He was the firſt that united 
the Benedifine, or black Monks of our Ifland into one 
Body, and is therefore venerated by all that venerable 


Order as chief Patron of the Eng/i Congregation. 


25 Fan. Ihe Converſion of St. Paul, a Feaſt inſtituted 
by the Church, to perpetuate the Memory of his mi- 
raculous Call, or Converſion, which happened on this

_ Chriſtians that were there, when, on a ſudden a Voice 


from Heaven called upon him, and of a Perſecutor, 
render'd him an Apoſtle, Ads i.

2 Febr. Candlemas-day, or the Purification of the 


Bleſſed Virgin, a Feaſt in Memory and Honour both of 


the 
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the Preſentation of our Bleſſed Lord, and the Purifcas 
tion of the Bleſſed Virgin, in the Temple of Feru/alem, 
the fortieth Day after her happy Child-birth, perform'd . 
according to the Law of Moſes, Levit. xxvi. 6. And is 
called Purification from the Latin Word, which ſignifies

The Four Sundays of Septuageſima, Sexageſima, Quin- 
guageſima, and Quadrageſima, are Days appropriated by 
the Church to Acts of Penance and Mortification, and 
are a certain Gradation or Preparation to the Devo- 
tion of Lent, which are more proper and immediate to 
the Pa//ion and Reſurrefion of Chriſt; and they have 
their numeral Denominations from Quadrageſima Suns 

day, ſo called, becauſe 'tis about the Fortietb Day be- 
fore Faſter. | 

Shrovetide, ſignifies the Time of Confeſſing; for our 
Anceſtors uſed to ſay, We will go ſprift, inſtead of we 
evill go to Confeſſi-n 3 and in the more primitive Times, 
"twas the Cuſtom of all good Chriſtians then to confeſs 
their Sins to a Prieſt, the better to prepare themlelves, 
for a holy Obſervation of Lent, and worthy receiving 
the bleſſed Sacrament at Eafter. 

Aſh-Weadneſday, a Day of public Penance, and Hu- 
miliation in the whole Church of God, and fo called 
from the antient Ceremony of bleſſing Aſbes on that 
Day, wherewith the Prieſt ſigneth the People lr

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a Croſs on their Foreheads, giving them this whol. 
ſome Admonition, Memento homo quia pulwis es, & in 
pulverem reverteris ; Remember Man that thou art Duſt, 
and to Duſt thou ſhalt be turned, to mind them of their 
Mortality, and prepare them for the holy Faſt of Leut; 
the Ates us'd this Day are made of the Palms bleſſed 
the Palm-Sunday before.

Maundy Thurſday, in Memory of our Lord's laſt Supper, 
when he inſtituted the bleſſed Sacrament of hi- precious 
Body and Blood ; and it is called Maundy Thurſday, qua ſi 
mandatum or Mandat Thurſday, from the ſirſt Word of 


the Anthem, Mandatum novum do webir, &c. John xiii. 


34. 1 give you a new Command (or Mandat) that you love 
pre another, as I have loved you ; Which is ſung on that

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Day in the Church, when the Prelates begin the Cere- 
mony of waſhing the Peoples Feet, in Imitation of 
Chriſt's waſhing thoſe of his Diſciples, before he inſti. 
tuted that Bleſſed Sacrament. „ 

Good-Friday, the moſt ſacred and memorable Day, on 
which the great and glorious Work of our Redemption 
was conſummated by our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt on his 
bloody Croſs, between two Thieves, at Jeruſalem. 

On Thurſday, Friday, and Saturday in holy Week, the 
Offices called Tenebræ, are ſolemnly and mournfully ſung 
in Lamentation for our Lord's Paſſion. And becauſe 
theſe Offices are now recited in the Evening of the fore- 
going Days, Weane/day, T hur/day and Friday, they have 
gained the Names of Tenebræ- days; and they are called 
Tenebre (i. e. Darkneſs) to repreſent the Darkneſs which 
over-ſpread the Face of the Earth, at the Time of his 
Paſſion, for which End alſo the Lights on the Altar are 
extinguiſhed ; and after ſome Silence, at the End of 
the Office, a Noiſe is made to repreſent the renng of 
the Vail of the Temple, and the Diſorder that whole 
Nature was in, at her Maker's Death, | 

The Four Ember-weekts (in Latin gquatuor Tempora,) 
are Times of public Prayer, Faſting, and Proceſſion, 
partly inſtituted for the ſucceſsful Ordination of the 
Prieſts and Miniſters of the Church, and partly both to 
beg and render Thanks to God for the Fruits and Bleſ- 
fings of the Earth; Ember comes from the Greek Emerai, 
i. e. dies, a Day. Others call them Ember-days, from 
the antient religious Cuſtom of eating nothing on thoſe 
Pays till Night, and then only a Cake bak'd under the 
Embers, or Aſhes, which was called Panem ſubcineri- 
zium, Ember-bread. | 

Wakes or Country Feaſts, are uſually, if not always 
obſerved on the Sunday next after the Saint's Day to 
whom the Pariſh Church is dedicated, and took Origin 
from a Letter written by St. Gregory the Great, to Me- 
litus Abbot, who was ſent into England with St. Auſtin, 
in theſe Words, It may therefore be permitted them (viz, 
the Englith) that on the Dedication Days, or other E 

ay; 
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Days of Martyrs, they make them Bowers about their 


Churches, and r:freſhing themſel»es, and Feaſting together 
after a good religious ſort, Rill their Oxen now to the 


Praiſe of Goa, and Increaſe of Charity ; which before they 


abere wont ts ſacrifice ta the Devil, &c. Bede's Eccl. Hiſt, 
Cap. 30. And they are called Wakes, becauſe, on the 
Vigils of thoſe Feaſts the People were wont to awake 
from ſleep at the ſeveral Vigils of the Night, and go to 
Prayers, which religious Cuſtom is now irreligiouſſy laid 
aſide, and the feaſting Part only retained. 

24 Feb. St. Matthias, choſen by the College of Apo- 
ſtles to ſupply the Place of Judas the Traytor; he was 
crowned with Martyrdom in Jury, in the Year 74. 

12 March, St. Gregory, worthily ſur named the Great, 
for his admirable Works, and indefatigable Labours ; 
amongſt which his ſending over for the Converſion of 


our Iſle, thoſe religious Perſons, St Auguſfin, with 


other holy Monks of the venerable Order of St, Bene 
dif, is not the meaneſt Fruits of his many toilſome La- 
bours ; and for which Cauſe he is worthily ftiled by 
St. Bede, the Apoſtle of England. He died in the Year 
60 | 


- March, St. Patric Biſhop and Confefſor, he was 
Son to Calphurniy:, a noble Britain of Pembrokeſhire, 
and being educated by his Uncle, the great St. Martin 


of France, was ordained Biſhop by Pope Celeſtine, Anno 


431, and ſent to preach the Goſpel, firſt to the Scots, 
then to the 7-1/5, which whole Nation he converted, 


and became thereby their Apoſtle. He died full of 


Sanctity and Miracles, after he had lived 132 Years, 
A. D. 491. : 


19 March, St. Jaſeph, the reputed Father of our 


Bleſſed Saviour, and Spouſe of our Bleſſed Lady: He 


died in Judea, about the 12h Year of Jeſus Chriſt 
21 March, St. Benedict the Great, Abbot, and Pa- 
triarch of Monks, who reſtored the almoſt decayed 
monaſtical Diſcipline in the Weſtern Church, His Life, 
renowned for Sanctity and Miracles, the great Light of 


his Order, as well as of the Church of God, St. Gre- 


grys 
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gory, has, together with an authentic Approbation of 
his holy Rule, left written to Poſterity. He died at 
Mount Caſin, Anno 542. 

25 March, Annunciation of the Bleſſed Virgin, a Feaſt 
in Memory of that moſt happy Embaſ, unto her by 
the Angel Gabriel; upon which, by her Conſent, and 
the Operation of the holy Spirit, the Son of God was 
incarnate in her ſacred Womb. : 

Eafter-Day, in Latin Paſcha, a great Feſtival in Me- 
mory and Honour of our Saviour's Re/urre&ion, or 
riſing from the Dead on the third Day after his Cruci- 

f£xion. Mat. xxviii. 6. | 
It is called Zafeer, from Oriens, 3. e. the Faſt, or 
rifing, one of the Titles of Chriſt ; aud his Name (ſays 
the Prophet) Hall be called Oriens. 

Monday and Tueſday following are alſo kept holy, in 
Memory of ſome of our Lord's firſt Apparitions after 
his Reſurrection ; which are commemorated on theſe 
two Days, for the greater Solemnity of this Feaſt. 

Dominica in albis, commonly called Loæv- ſunday, is 
the Octave of Eaſter-day, and ſo called from the Cate 


chumens or Neophites white Garments, Emblems of In- 
nocence and Joy, which they put on at their Baptiſm, 


and ſolemnly put off with this Day. . 

Holy-Thurſaay, or Aſcenſion-day, a Feaſt ſolemniz'd in 
Memory of Chriſt's glorious Aſcenſion into Heaven the 
fortieth Day after his Reſurrection, in the Sight of his 
A poſtles and Diſciples, Adds ii. q, 10. 

23 pril, St. George, a Martyr of Cappadocia, of 
whom the Roman Martyrology ſays, That the Church 
of God honours his glorious Martyrdom amongſt the 
Crown of other Martyrs : he was choſen in a ſpecial 
Manner as chief Patron of our Engliſh Nation, at the 
Inſtance of the glorious Prince Henry V. ere he under- 


took his Expedition for re-gaining France. At which 


Time alſo it was ordained by a provincial Conſtitu- 
tion, that his Feaſt ſhould be kept Holy. and his Solem- 
nity is obic:ved with a double Office and Octave through- 
out the whole Realm. He ſuffered in the Year 282. 
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25 April. St. Mark the Evangeliſt was Diſciple and 
Interpreter to St. Peter, who writing his Goſpel at the 
Requeſt of the Chriſtians at Rome, took it with him into 
Egypt, where, firſt preaching at Alexandria, he founded 
that Church; and afterwards being apprehended for the 
Faith of Chriſt, was bound with Cords, and dragg'd 
upon Stones; then being ſhut up in a cloſe Priſon, he 
was comforted by an angelical Viſion, as alſo by an Ap- 
parition of the Lord of Angels. Finally, he was called 
to Heaven in the eighth Year of Nero: Thus the Roman 
Martyrology of him. Upon this Day the great Litanies 
are ſaid, and Abſtinence from Fleſh is obſerv'd, to obtain 
a Bleſſing upon the Fruits of the Earth. 

1 May, St. Philip and James, Apoſtles : After the 
firſt had converted almoſt all Scythia to the Faith of 
Chriſt, being faſten'd to a Croſs, he was ſtoned to Death, 
making a glorious End at Hieropolis, a City of Alia, 


Anno 54. The ſecond called alſo our Lord's Brother, 


was the firſt Biſhop of Teru/alem, where being thrown 
down from a Pinacle of the Temple, and his Thighs 
broken, as alſo wounded in the Head with a Fuller's 
Club, he gave up the Ghoſt, and was buried near the 
Temple, in the Year 63. | „ | 

3 May, The Invention of the Holy Croſi, otherwiſe 
called Hain Rrod-day, a Feaſt in Memory of the miracu- 
lous Invention, or finding the Holy Croſi, on which our 
Saviour ſuffered, by St. Helen, Mother to C:n/tantine 
the Great, in the Year 326, after it had been hid and 
buried by the Infidels 180 Years, who erected a Statue 
of Venas in place of it. | 

Reogation-Werk, being always the next but one before 
Whitſunday, is ſo call'd, becauſe on Minday, Tueſday and 
Wedneſday of this Week, Rygations, from rige, to atk. 
and pray, and Litanies are uſed with Abſtinence from 
Fleſh, enjoin'd by the Church to all Perſons, not on!

Corpus Chrifi Day, which is always the next Thurſ- 
day after Trinity Sunday, is a Feaſt inſtituted by the 
Church in Honour of the bleſſed Sacrament of the Altar; 
and receives its Denomination from the Body of Chrift 
ſubſtantially preſent there; on this Day in all Catho/ic 
Countries, that adorable Sacrament is moſt ſolemnly 


carried about in Proceſſion; the Prieſt, and all the Peo- 


ple expreſſing their higheſt Devotions in Hymns and 
Prayers, accompanied with all other outward Teſtimo- 
nies of pious Affection, as Muſic, Flowers ſtrewed alon 
e Streets, and their beſt Tapiſtries upon the Walls, 
SIC. | 

6 May. St. John Port- Latin, a Solemnity inſtituted 
dy the Church to commemorate St. Fobn the Evangelij?'s 
being by the Command of Domitian brought Priſoner 
from Ephe/us to Rome, and there by Sentence of the Se- 
nate (before the Gate called Latina) was put into a Veſ- 


ſel

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{el of boiling Oil, but came out more pure and vigorous 
than he went in: This happen'd in the Year 92. 

26 May. St. Auzu/tine, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 

and Monk of the Order of St. Benedict, was ſent over 
by St. Gregory the Great, to preach the Chriſtian Faith 
to our Nation; he firſt converted Ethe/bert, King of 
Kent, and afterwards by himſelf and others ſent as Co- 
adjutors with him, and their Succeſſors, reconcil'd the 
whole Nation to the Faith, and Law of Chriſt, and ſo 
became our Apoſtle. He died in all Sanctity of Life in 
the Year of Chriſt 600, and was buried in his own Ca- 
thedral of Canterbury, whereof he was the firſt Arch- 
biſhop. His Feaft was wont to be very ſolemnly kept 
holy throughout the whole Dioceſs. Mart. Aug. 
27 May. St. Bede, commonly entituled, Venerable, 
for his having illuſtrated the Church of God with his 
Learning and Piety; he was deliver'd up to the Mona- 
ſtery of St. Peter and St. Paul, at Wyremouth in Biſhoprich, 
at the Age of ſeven Vears, and was educated in all good 
Literature as well as Monaſtic Diſcipline under the pious 
Care of St. Bennet Biſcop. At the Age of zo he was or- 
dained Prieſt by 7h the Ordinary of that Diocets, at 
the Appointment of Acca, Archbiſhop of Ve; and re- 
pos'd in our Lord in the Year 734, upon the Day of 
our Lord's Aſcenſion, and was buried in his own Mo- 
naſtery, but afterwards tranſlated to Durham. 

11 June. St. Barnaby, Apoſtle, born in Cyprus, and 
ordain'd Apoſtle of the Gentiles by St. Paul, travelled 
with him into many Provinces, exercifing the Function 
of Preaching the Goſpel committed to his Charge : And 
laſtly, going into Cyprus, there adorn'd his Apoſtleſnip 
with a glorious Crown of Martyrdom : Whoſe Body, 
himſelf revealing it, was found in the time of Zens the 
Emperor, together with St. Matthew's Goſpel, written 
with his own Hand. He was martyred Anno 50. 

22 June. St. Alban, the firſt, or Proto Martyr of our 
Nation, in the Time of Diocleſianu: He ſuffered Martyr- 
dom for entertaining a Prieft, at Verulam, now from 
him called St. Albans, under Aſclepiodatus, Preſident of 
Britany.

This Trial, which the Apoſtle requires of us by 

theſe Words, Let a Man try himſelf, conſiſts prin- 
cipally in four Points. . 

1. Faith, before all Things, is neceſſary to him 
who is to receive the Holy Communion, that is, 
he muſt firſt believe the real Preſence of the true 
Body and Blood of our Saviour Jeſus in this Sacra- 
ment; ſince he himſelf, by his own infallible Word,

2, Penance or Repentance, that you may ac- 
knowledge your Sins with all your Heart, and have

vation moſt efficacious for the obtaining all Favours 
from God, and averting all Evils from ourſelves, It

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conſiſts of fifteen Our Father's, and a hundred and 
fifty Hail Mary's, and is divided into three Parts, 
whereef each contains in it five Decades ; that is, five 
Our Father's, ard fifty Hail Mary's. 

To cach of theſe Decades in the following Method is 
affign'd one of the principal Myſteries of the Life of our 
Savior, or his B. Mother, as Matter of Meditation, 
wherein the Mind is to exerciſe itſelf while it prays, 
and therefore is prefixed before the Beginning «f each 
Decade.
